his lawyer; several of his publicity men, 
one of them Sam Jones, employed last year 
by Governor Gene Talmadge of Georgia 
and the Republican National Committee; 
and eight hand-picked reporters, several 
representing trade journals.

lunch were served. 


The Associated Press, for some unex- 


plained reason, was not invited to send a 
correspondent. The other two afternoon 
news services were represented. 


The host was as unrestrained in his re- 


marks as he was liberal in his hospitality. 
He castigated two members of the Steel 
Mediation Board, Chairman Charles P. 
Taft, 2nd, and Lloyd K. Garrison, Dean of 
the University of Wisconsin law school, in 
unprintable language. 


A few minutes later he applied even 


more vituperative profanity to Myron Tay- 
lor, head of the U. S. Steel Company which 
signed a contract with the C. I. O., and to 
the Jones and Laughlin Steel Company, 
which Girdler bossed before going to Re- 
public.

In her record of 590 flights, 143 of which 
were across the ocean, she has shown that 
it can be done. She may well retire in the 
glory of her accomplishment.

The success of the heavier-than-air planes 
which continue gaining in size and capa- 
city, may prove that they offer a better so- 
lution to the problem of giant aircraft. Thp 
end of the Zeppelin era may be near but 
the Graf retires, a difficult experiment 
successfully completed.

The use 
of tobacco and alcohol, digestive 
disturbances, decay of the teeth 
and pyorrhea have all been indicat- 
ed as contributory causes. 


The blue or black slatt mole, 


which as a rule Is non-hairy, Is one 
that also Is better off than on. 


In treatment of these early skin 


lesions, as well as in actual malig- 
nant degeneration itself, there are 
only four methods of treatment 
which are of any value—radium, 
X-ray, surgery and electro-coagu- 
lation. Most specialists agree today 
that radium with X-ray is the best 
from every standpoint, 
but the 


proper form of treatment will de- 
pend upon the physician's judg- 
ment.

Joe Louis Mountain Boy 


From 
Mobile, 
Ala., comes a 


snapshot of a tall, light-skinned 
Negro clad in overalls, his horny 
hands marked by many years of 
plantation toil . . . in Alabama 
they say he is Monroe (Munn) 
Barrow, father of Joe Louis, hea- 
vyweight champion of the world 


Joe Louis was two years old 


when they came and took his fa- 
ther to the Alabama state asylum 
for Negroes at Mt. Vernon, near 
Mobile . . . Joe might look at that 
picture and wonder what kind of 
life he missed when his mother
